2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is EP 0 082 404, which teach structurally similar compounds as claimed herein. 
See for example page 7, compound I. However, the reference differs from the instant 
claims in that the instant claims always has I substituent on the other ring of the 
biphenyl ring apart from two F substituent on the ring. Also carboxylic acid and ester 
substituent is different than the reference. FR 1 ,405,542 is further cited to show the 
state of the art. See claim 3. Inasmuch as compounds are patentable, process of 
making the compound, starting from diflunisal and iodinating the same. In re Ochiai 37 
USPQ2d1127.
